bridge across the Danube, the War Of- 
fice announced today in its report on 
the campaign in Dobrudja. 

On the Transylvania front the Ru- 
manians have suffered a reverse at the 
hands of the invading Austro-German 
forces. They were driven four versts 
southward in the region west of Buzeu 
Valley. Rumanian troops undertook an 
enveloping offensive movement in the 
direction of Predeal. 

A violent attack on Russian positions 
in the Baranovichi region was made yes- 
terday by Austro-German forces. The 
War Office announces that after repel- 

ling seven onslaughts, the Russians were 
compelled to fall back to their second 
line. rs 

The Russian statement says: 

“On the Danube front our cavalry and 
infantry detachments occupied the sta- 
tion of Dunareav, three versts west 
(east) of Tchernavoda. We are fight- 
ing for possession of MTchernavoda 
bridge. A number of prisoners and 
machine guns also have been captured. 

„We have occupied the town of Hir- 
sova and the village of Musluj and the 
heights three versts south of Delg- 
sruive and five versts to the west of 
Fsimdja. 


This would indicate a retirement of 
about 40 miles of Mackensen’s advanced 
forces, which were reported at Hirsova, 
# miles northeast of Tchernavoda, early 
in the week.

No Need to Boil It for Drinking, Man- 
ager Says, as Chemical Is 
a Sterilizer. 

During the past week residents of St. 
Louis County have noted a strange, 
unpleasant taste in the water supplied 
to St. Louls County by the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co. Some per- 
Bons boiled it before using and others 
purchased bottled water for drinking. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned from 
W. H. Henby, manager of the company, 
that an increased amount of chlorine, 
used as a sterilizer, was responsible for 
the change in the water. Chlorine is 
used as a purifier by the company and 
an additional amount was added a week 
peo to clear the water of a high bac- 
terial count, created by a muddy condi- 
tion caused by a rise of the Missouri 
River. 

Henby said it Was not necessary to 
boil the water, as Chlorine is an ef- 
fective sterilizer. He said the amount 
of chlorine used is not injurious and 
there should be no uneasiness on this 
point. The water will regain its normal 
taste in a week, he said.

~ STATE COURTS 


Federal Government Not Law- 
fully Concerned, U. S. Supreme 
Court Has Held. 


CONGRESS HAS LAST WORD 


Possible for Majority of Both 
Houses to Reverse Certified 
Results in Certain Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.~Examina- 
tion of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court and of the revised statutes dis- 
closed that presidential electors are 
plainly regarded as state officers. The 
highest court has held in two leading 
cases that questions of their proper or 
improper choice are for state election 
officers or state courts to determine and 
that the Federal Government is not 
lawfully concerned even if fraud is 
shown. 


The revised statutes provide that the 
electors shall meet in each state and 
“Sive their votes“ on the second Mon- 
day in January following election, at 
places to be designated by the state 
Legislatures. In the ordinary course of 
proceedings, where the right of the 
electors to sit is uncontested, their votes 
will be counted in the House of Repre- 
sentatives here on the second Wednes- 
day in February, and this would de the 
legal end to the election. 

The statutes further 
where a state shall have 
prior to the election 
methods by which controversies or con- 
tests over electors shall be settled. 
whether by judicial proceedings or oth- 
erwise, these laws shall be binding and 
shall govern in counting the electoral 
vote.“ Officials here were under the im- 
pression that it would be found that 
all the states that may be involved in 
contests have laws of this character. 


States Have Wide Latitude. 
Aside from the direction that the elec- 


toral votes of all the states be counted 
in the House on the second Monday in 
January there seems to be nothing to 
indicate just how mueh latitude a state 
might have in determining contests 30 
as to have its vote counted at the fixed 
time. The statutes provide that the 
votes of the states be forwarded to 
Washington “forthwith.” After the elec- 
tors meet on the second Monday in 
January and also say that whenever the 
certificate of any state us to its elec- 
tors has not been received in Washing- 
ton on the folirth day in January a spe- 
cial messenger shall be sent to the Dis- 
trict Judge in that state, in whose hands 
one certificate must be lodged and he is 
required “forthwith” to forward his 
certificate to the cavital. 

When Congress meets to receive the 
votes it is still possible for a majority 
ta reverse the certified results from any 
state in certain cases. As the votes 
are read to the joint session, the stat- 
utes give the right to any member of 
either house to object, the objection to 
be considered in separate session. Where 
only one return has been made from a 
state, Congress cannot overturn the 
certified result, except the two houses 
concurrently may reject any vote where 
it appears not to have been given by 
the properly chosen electors. 

Where more than one certificate for 
a state has been sent the vote of those 
electors whoa the two houses shall con- 
currently decide have been supported 
in a contest by the proper state authori- 
ties, shall be received and accredited. 
Where there has been no détermination 
of a contest by state authorities and 
there is more than one certificate re- 
turned the choice as to those properly 
selected is with the two houses. If 
the two houses disagree the certificate 
signed by the executive of a state con- 
cerned shall be binding and the votes so 
certified counted. 

The Constitution provides that where 
an election is thrown into the house a 
selection must be made by the fourth 
of March following the election, but 
this apparently is intended only to cover 
cases where there is a tie, and whether 
it applies to those where there is a 
dispute over electors from a state or 
states is not clear. 

Should contests and recounts over 
Tuesday’s elections before state can- 
vassing boards or in state courts con- 
sume such time that the Governors 
would be unable to certify the final re- 
sult by the time Congress meets it was 
believed by legal experts here that the 
final canvass could be held open until 
March 4 and that a selection would be 
made by that time.

Case From Virgin 

Upon the question of state furisdiction 
over choice of electors several cases 
have been before the Supreme Court, 
but apparently none directly on the 
question of jurisdiction over a recount 
of such electoral votes. In 19%, in a 
Virginia case upon prosecution for 
fraudulent voting for electors, Jus‘ice 
Gray said the only powers of the Fed- 
eral Government with regard to the 
appointment or the votes of presiden- 
tial electors “are those which authorize 
Congress to determine the tie and the 
day on which they shall give their 
votes, and which direct that certificates 
of their votes shall be opened by the 
president of the Senate in the pres- 
ence of both houses and the votes be 
then counted, Although electors are ap- 
pointed under the Constitution, they are

CITY Al AND COUNTY MERGER PLAN. 

St. Louis County is now presumptively a county 
with 100,600 inhabitants. 

It cast in the election the 20,000 votes which the 
Statute says may be assumed in the absence of 
a recent census to entitle a county to the 100,000 
rank in fixing the salaries of ite officials. 

Its improvements, ita natural beauty, the neck- 
lace of charming little towns and villages strung 
across its bosom, its scenic perspectives over tum- 
bled foothills of the Ozark range, render it unique 
among the counties of the United States. 

But without St. Louis City St. Louis County 
would, of course, be only an average Missouri 
rural county, with the inhabitants of an average 
county. St. Louisans overflowing out across the 
city line have populated St. Louis County. The 
activities and demands of the city provide the 


divisions are so nearly one that on many streets 
it is impossible to tell where city ends and county 
begins. 

The suggestion of late months that the city and 
a large part of the county with which its interests 
are go closely merged should have a common 
legal identity is logical and practical. 

The benefits the annexation plan promises for 
St. Louis are well understood. It promises even 
more for residents of the territory to be annexed. 
Among the privileges of residence in the county 
is the privilege of paying 25 per cent more for 
electricity than city residents pay, 33 per cent 
more for gas and perhaps 40 or 50 per cent more 
for water. 

As might be expected in an area with only the 
county government adapted to exclusively rural 
territory and the weak municipal governments of 
a dozen cr more rival little towns, means of re- 
sisting utility exactions are slight. 

A symetrical future development for city and a 
large part of the county should be provided under 
a single government. 

The Legisiature’s assent is the first of the pre- 
liminaries. By the date of its meeting, now less 
than two months away, the general features of the 
tentative anvegation plan should be settled. For 
completion by the 1920 census the plan must be 
pressed at ones.

FALL GARDEN CLEANING. 


ARD EN cleaning in the fall is as 
‘Important in its way as house- 
cleaning in the spring, whether 

or vegetables make up the 

plat. The achievement of gar - 

n Cleanliness at this season will often 
‘do much toward insuring healthiness 
Prono ie ed of plants during the next 
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i N Worth Its Weight in Gold

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season. The foliage and 
branches of plants which have been at- 
tacked by disease or badly infested by 
insect pests should be cleaned up, es- 
pecially well and burned. 

If it is possible or desirable to clean 
away plants from some portions of the 
garden before frost, such areas may 
well be sown to rye as a cover crop, 
the growth to be turned under in early 
spring. Incidentally, also, the patches 
of green will give the otherwise bare 
garden a cleanly and more cheerful ap- 
pearance during the winter. 

It is after frost that cleaning is most 
needed in the garden. When annual 
plants have been nipped, those that may 
harbor disease or insect pests should be 
cut down or dug up and burned. If the 
soft-leaved plants which will rot easily 
are free from disease and insects they 
may be turned under advantageously at 
this time. It is not well, however, to 
turn under tree leaves, especially such 
tough leaves as those from oaks. These 
make valuable compost when rotted, but 
usually require two years for proper de- 
composition. They should be collected 
and placed in a compost pile or pit main- 
tained in a convenient location. Soil, 
wood ashes, lime and fresh manure 
should be mixed in the compost heap. 

The fall is the time also to cut down 
asparagus bushes. This should be done 
after the foliage dies. The old canes of 
black raspberries also should be cut out 
at this time. If there is reason to be- 
lieve that the trimmings harbor diseaso 
epores or insects, they should be burned. 
Rhubarb leaves should be removed in 
the late fall and the crowns mulched 
with straw or manure. 


Skinning Tomatoes. 


To remove the skins of tomatoes, rub 
them all over with the back of a knife 
to loosen the skins before peeling. This 
is better than scalding them.

CONTROL FINAL 
COUNT OF VOTES 


Canvassing Boards May Reject 
Any Ballots They Think to 
Be Fraudulent. 


BY STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
While, upon the face of the returns 50 
far received in the presidential election, 
President Wilson appears to be re-elect- 

ed, the situation created by the close- 
ness of the vote is not yet free from the 
possibility of a long-drawn-out struggle. 

That there will be charges of fraud, 
which may necessitate recounts of the 
ballots in some of the closer states, is 

more than probable. 

In all elections there is usually only 
one count of the ballots, and that is 
the original one made by the judges 
and clerks of the precincts, immediate- 
ly following the closing of the polls; 
and it is from these counts sent in to 
the county courts or the City Blection 
Commissions, and from thence to the 
Secretary of State, that the total votg 
is computed. However, a candidate may 
go behind these returns and cause an 
actual recount of the ballots upon an 
order of court. In most of the states 
the recounting is done by the state, city 
or county officials charged with the, 
supervision of elections, with each po- 
litical party represented by watchers to 
check the recount. 

By the Twelfth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States the 
presidential electors, who shall be equal 
in number to the whole number of Sen- 
ators and Representatives in the states 
respectively, shall meet in their pec- 
tive states and vote by ballot for Presi- 
dent and Vice President and sign, cer- 
tify and transmit distinct lists of such 
persons receiving votes to the president 
of the Senate. 

Electors Meet in February. 

By the Act of Congress of Feb. 3, 1887, 
the second Monday in January follow- 
ing the election is designated as the day 
upon which the elecsors shall meet in 
the respective states. The same statute 
makes it the duty of the Governor of 
each state to transmit to the Secretary 
of State of the United States a certifi- 
cate of the election of electors and 91 
their votes. This act also makes it the 
duty of the Governor to furnish to the 
electors a similar certificate of the elec- 
tion of electors and the names and 
votes,. which they shall attach to the 
certification of their votes to the Presi- 
dent of the Senate. The Governor shall 
deliver certificates of glection to the 
electors “as soon as practicable after 
the conclusion“ of their election. 

The date of the electoral count in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives is 
fixed as the second Wednesday in Feb- 
ruary succeeding the meeting of the 
electors, at 1 p. m., at which time the 
President of the Senate, as presiding of- 
ficer of the joint meeting of Congress, 
opens all of the certificates and causes 
the votes of the electors to be counted. 

The certificates of the electors pre- 
sented are subject to written objection 
on the part of a member of Congress, 
in which event the two houses retire 
and consider the matter separately. 
There is no superior to decide a contro- 
versy as to electors, and it was for this 
reason that, in the Hayes-Tilden con- 
troversy, an extra constitutional body 
was formed, consisting of five members 
each of the House, the Senate and the 
Supreme Court, to which was referred 
for settlement the matters in dispute. 

Possibilities of Controversy. 

The possibilities of controversy in the 
present election appear to lie, as in the 
Hayes-Tilden contest, in the control 
confided to the Governors, and their 
subordinate state officers, over the 
granting of certificates of election to 
electors. The election laws of all of 
the states make it incumbent upon state 
officers to issue certificates of election 
tc candidates receiving the highest num.- 
ber of votes and yet there is an unde- 
tined degree of discretion left to the 
state officers in the matter of rejecting 
ballots upon the suspicion of fraud. 
While it cannot, of course, be presumed 
that the offictals of any state would will- 
fully and wickedly issue certificates of 
election to others than those actually 
elected, it must be allowed as a possi- 
tility that certificates might be issued to 
apparent minority candidates under an 
honest conviction that they were enti- 
tled to the election. 

In such an event, it may be asked, will 
a writ of mandamus lie to compel the 
Governor to cause to be issued cer- 
tificates of election to the electors who: 
apparently receive the highest number 
of votes? 

If the State canvassing board, upon 
whose certification the Governor is 
charged with tsesuing certificates of elec- 
tion, should throw out enough suspected 
ballots to make minority electors ap- 
parent majority electors, will an injunc- 
tion He to prevent such action? 

The answers to these questions depend 
upon whether the certification of the re- 
turns and the issuance of certificates of 
election are mere ministerial acts, in- 
vol ving no element of discretion. 

Stuten in Close States. 
In the five close states of California, 


Minnesota, New Hampshire, New Mex- 


ico and North Dakota, whose votes havo 
apparently decided the election of Presi- 
dent Wilson, only one of them has a 
Democratic Governor and state admin- 
istration, namely, New Mexico.. In the 
event of local frauds it is not improb- 
able that the state officers charged with 
certifying the results of the election may 
raise a question as to the title of the 
apparent majority electors to certificates 
of election. 

The law of Minnesota with respect 
to the issuance of certificates to 
presidential electors provides that 
the Governor shall deliver the-certifi- 
cates upon the certification of results 
by the Secretary of State and two or 
more Judges of the Supreme Court, 
constituting a canvassing board. In 
New Hampshire, the Governor and his 
council, with the-Secretary of State, 
constitutes the canvassing board. In 
North Dakota, the canvassing board 
consists of the Secretary of State,

California. In New Mexico the only 
Democratic State, the Governor, Sec- 
retary of State and the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court constitutes the 
canvassing board.
